Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The examiner has considered the arguments set forth by the 
applicant has considered the arguments not persuasive for the following reasons. 

The prior art cited by the examiner was from the prior art cited from the web 
pages copyrighted 2000 discloses all the anticipated limitations including the fins being 
engagable to the slots on the housing of the light fixture. 

Furthermore the limitation of claim 3 wherein the fins is equivalent to the fin 
engaging element are shown in figure of the prior art located on the third page of the 
cited prior art copyrighted 2000, not to mention there is no mention in the specification 
to the criticality to the number of fins attached to the housing of the light fixture. Page 
one of the prior art also cited that fins can be decorative i.e. having indicia. 

Regarding the argument that the prior art of Lutrex or Blandford neither teach or 
suggest an LED strip or a transparent fin, it is old and well known technology in the art 
to use transparent material that are light weight and can emit light, also it is known that 
a plurality of light emitting diodes can be used in place of a single incandescent or 
fluorescent lamp.
